W h at Makes Our T own 


A Good Town? 


It is interesting h ow th e p rosp erity of many towns like ours h as p aralleled th e 
develop ment of th e automobile. Th e story of Asotin, Wash ington, is a good ex amp le. 
Th irty-five years ago Asotin was a th riving county seat. It bustled with business as 
th e farm ers cam e in to sh op and to sell goods. Asotin is beautifully situated on a wide 
river — anoth er little stream runs th rough its lovely city p ark 
In th ose days it h ad 
two sch ools, four ch urch es, and a main street lined with p rosp erous stores, an op era 
h ouse and a bank. Asotin’s h omes were fresh ly p ainted, th e grass was green and th e 
flower gardens well tended. Th e town is only about 15 miles from Lewiston, Idah o, a 
much larger town — but th en th e road was p oor, h orses were slow, th e weath er was 
h ot in th e sum m er and cold in th e winter, so Asotin folk and th e nearby farm ers rarely 
went to Lewiston. 


Th en cam e th e h orseless carriages. Th is didn’t really both er Asotin much . Oh , a 
few of th e very p rosp erous owned th em and occasionally made th e full day’s drive 
to Lewiston and back — but ex cep t for th e smell of gasoline th e h orseless carriage 
seemed no th reat to th e community. It was th e Model T th at dealt th e death blow' to 
Asotin. Th e “ tin lizzie” was th e p erfect farm er’s car. Th ey used it to h aul p roduce 
p ast Asotin to th e larger m arkets of Lewiston. 
And wh en th ey went, th ey took 
Mama and th e ch ildren along to do th e family sh op p ing. As Model T traffic grew 
th e state of Wash ington imp roved th e road, to make th e trip even easier. Well, retail 
sales fell week after week and year after year in Asotin — bank dep osits dwindled — 
no one op ened new businesses. Pretty soon businessmen began to move out, to look 
for more op timistic fields to work and live in. 


If you visit Asotin now you can still see th e lovely p ark. Th e sch ools and ch urch es 
are still th ere — boarded up . Most of th e h omes are boarded up — th eir lawns and 
gardens gone to seed. Main Street is as quiet as a museum — th e emp ty stores and 
•bank are all th at is left of a once h ap p y, p rosp erous little community — a community 
th at was a wonderful p lace to raise ch ildren. 


Today, sup er-sup er h igh ways and better, faster automobiles make it easier th an 
ever for sm all town p eop le to go to th e city. It is a real ch allenge to th e businesses of 
th e community — for th ose th at cannot meet th e comp etition of th e city will surely 
suffer. We are p roud to see th at our local businesses are meeting th e th reat h ead-on 
Th ey h ave joined in a co-op erative community business building p rogram. Th ey h ave 
p ut aside business rivalry to work togeth er for th e h ealth y business life of our wh ole 
town. We wish th em luck, and congratulate th eir farsigh tedness. For th ough ours is 
a p rosp erous town now, we know th at wh at h ap p ened to Asotin, could h ap p en h ere 
under new conditions
